“There is no question in my mind,” he 
said, but that the article is libelous and 
that there is sufficient evidence here to go be- 
fore the jury as to the responsibility of the 
defendant for its publication. But it is 
necessary in the case of public officials for 
the State to go further than to prove that the 
charges made were untrue when they have 
been made in good faith. They rested their 
case without having established that the 
publication was made with express malice 
and I therefore sustain the demurrer to the 
evidence.

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TRYING 70 SAVE MANN. 


Mayer Walbridge Is Anxjons About 
the Gity Hall Architect. 


Mayor Walbridge is using all the influence 
at his command.to save.the scalp of Archi- 
tect Mann, who is slated for retirement 
since the expose of the true state of at- 
fairs in connection with the building of the 
new City Hall. It is almost a certainty that 
the Board of Public Improvements will de- 


mand that Mann be relieved of his duties 
and some one else appointed in his place. 

The statement is made on good authority 
that Mann has no claim on the city, and 
that he can be removed without laying the 
city liable in any way for damages. If 
his plans had been followed in the construc- 
tion of the building he would have had a 
binding contract, but as the plans were 
completely changed he simply holds on by 
the grace of the city officials. 

A high officer of the administration said 
Wednesday: “Mann will have to go. He, as 
much as anyone else, is to blame for all the 
scandal which has grown out of the new 
hall, and while he may not have been dis- 
honest, he has at least been complacent 
and has allowed all sorts of crookedness 
to go on under his very nose without saying 
a word in the way of protest. , 

“If he had been employed to supervise the 
construction of a particular building on par- 
ticular plans it would be impossible to get 
him out. But this was not done. He threw 
the plans to the winds the moment he be- 
gan work and a building@grew up that was 
neither one thing nor the other. It is a 
frightful hodge-podge that looks more like 
a nightmare than a public building. In al- 
lowing such a building he broke whatever 
contract he ever had with the city, and now 
he will be thrown out. 

Walbridge, however; will lose no chance 
to put in an oar for Mann. And why? 
Simply because he was a member of the 
old City Hall Commission that is primarily 
responsible for all the trouble and disgrace. 
From start to finish the Mayor has labored 
without ceasing to hush up all that part of 
the scandal, and now he is keeping it up 
by trying to save Mann. Two months ago 
President McMath of the Board of Public 
Improvements wrote to the Mayor demand- 
ing the removal of Mann ahd setting forth 
all the reasons.

COLUMBIA, Mo., Feb. 19.—President 
Jesse has announced that the Missouri 
Sate University will offer the teachers of 
Missouri five months’ free instruction from 
April 1 to Aug. 22. A special catalogue is be- 
ing prepared, of which 10,000 copies will be 
printed. One will be sent to each teacher in 
the State. The university not only offers the 
instruction absolutely free, but it also tend- 
ers the use of its club buildings rent free. 
The object which it hopes to attain by this 
offer is set forth in the opening announce- 
ment of the special circular catalogue as 
follows: 
In recognition of the fact that the uni- 


versity is an integral part of the general 
system of public instruction, the Board of 
Curators and the faculty unite in the desire: 

1. To draw the university into closer sym- 
a . with the great body of our teachers. 

2. To promote ween it and them the 
most friendly relations of mutual esteem 
and benefiir 

3. To make common cause with the teach- 
ers in developing and perfecting the public 
school system. 

4. To give tangible evidence of its desire to 
extend its usefulness among the teachers

primarily for the teachers of the country 
schools, whose terms generally close early; 
but they cover some subjects not taught in 
the district schools, and so (with such regu- 
lar work in the university as the teachers 
may be able to take) offer ample oppor- 
tunities do high school teachers and te those 
looking toward high school positi to 
take more advanced work. Such teachers 
may choose subjects that run through the 
summer course in science, and so have five 
months of connected work in the university 
free of tuition charges and laboratory fees. 

This is the fifth year of the teachers’ 
course. The first year it was given only 
nineteen teachers attended. But it has 
grown in popularity so rapidly that the 
indications this year point to an attend- 
ance of at least 200. The course includes 
special lectures for teachers, of which an 
outline follc ws, a promise that lectures will 
Be given on any other subject if desired by 
as many as six, and the privilege of joining 
any regular class of the university. The 
teachers will not be subject to rules, but 
will have special privileges and the use of 
all laboratories and libraries. The lectures 
on the science and art of education will be 
given by J. P Blanton, A. M., professor of 
theory and practice of teaching and Dean 
of the Normal Department. They will cov- 
er: 1. The essentials of method: as there 
are certain necessary and universal char- 
acteristics of all rdtional methods of teach- 
ing, an effort will- be made to discover, 
through an analysis of the mental activities 
involved in knowing, what tha essentials 
of good method are. 2. The various sub- 

ects in the common school curriculum will 
e considered, with a view of determining 
their educational values, and in this con- 
nection the report of the Committee of Fif- 
teen will be read and considered. Thirty 
lectures on educational psychology will be 
given by Frank Thilly, B. A., Ph. D., pro- 
fessor of philosophy. This course aims to 
» piquant teachers with the established facts 
a laws of psychology and their applica- 
tion in education. It is founded on the be- 
Hef that good educational practice must 
ultimately rest on sound psychological 
theory. The student will be referred to the 
standard works on the subject and will be 
guided in his reading by the professor in 
charge.

BY PRECINCTS 


Party Voters Select Delegates to 
the Central Associatien. 


ALL FACTIONS JOINED IN. 


Dispesition Shown in Every Quarter to 
Work Earnestly te Bring Out 
the Full Party Vote. 


Pursuant to the call of the Organization 
Committee of the St. Louis Democracy, 
mass-meetings of the party voters were 
held last night in each of the old 184 pre- 
cinets.in the city, at which members of 
the Central Association were elected, as 
were also the officers of the clubs to be 
formed in all of the precincts.

The Central Association will consist of 303 
members, or precinct leaders, correspond- 
ing to the Tammany sachems, and this num- 
ber were elected last night. No returns of 
the election have ye) been made to Tempo- 
rary Secretary Cortez A. Kitchen, though 
he hopes to hear fully from eve precinct 
by Thursday. These returns wil then be 
turned over to the Organization Commit- 
tee, who will meet immediately and issue 
a call for a general meeting of the precinct

Interesting Experiments Made With 
the X Rays. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 19.—X rays formed the 
leading subject of discussion at the annual 
dinner given by the Brooklyn Medical Soci- 
ety.. Prot. W. H. Peckham of the Adelphi 


Academy exhibited pictures showing the 
erfect manner in which a broken arm had 
ealed. Prof. Peckham was asked by Prof. 

George Hopkins, chief surgeon at St. John’s, 

to make the exveriment, and showed him- 

self to be one of the most successful manip- 
ulators of the rays. His picture was taken 
through two inches ot flesh and showed the 
bony structure of the arm perfectly. An 
interesting feature of the work done by 
Prof. Peckham is that he has used an un- 
usually simple apparatus in obtaining his 
results. The bones of a mouse were re- 
vealed in perfect detail, the photograph 
having been taken through the hair, skin 
and flesh of the latter. Notwithstanding
